Former UC Lecturer Woo 
Files in Federal Court 


SAN FRANCISCO -- Former 
UC Berkeley lecturer Merle Woo 
yesterday filed a complaint in fe- 
ideral court charging the university 
With racial, sexual and Sexual ori- 
entation discrimination and viola- 
tion of her first amendment right 
of free speech and association . 
“TIhrough her attorneys Mary 
Dunlap and Gary Kitajo，Woo re- 
quests the court for relnstatement 
iat the school, backpay and dama- 
geS. She has also asked for an in- 
junction against the four-year rule 
Which the school used to fire her 


and other lecturers. 
\According to an earlier deci- 


Sion by an administrative judge， 


the complaint should be back in . 


the classroom already， Last De- 
cember, Public Employment Rela- 
tions Board jdge Barry Winograd 


光 aruled tbat the four-year Tule Was 


expressly misapplied in Woo's in- 
stance.(E/W 12/15/82) 
He then ordered the university 
Wito re-hire her and other lecturers 
Hired underthe rule;he also order- 
ed the school to make back pay- 
Inents.

UC Berkeley has appealed the

Woo and her attorneys charge 
that the four-year rule was“only 
a pretext used to fire her because 
Asian American Studies wanted to 
silence her cfiticism and outspo- 
ken Politics Because of her ac- 
tions im SupPoTIt of Student Parti- 
cipation in the program and in op- 
posion to the firings of other fe- 


Inale staff，Woo charges that she 


Was subjected to “Systematic ha- 
This included， she 
claims， circulation of rumors 
about her “political affiliations， 
Sexual orientation and quality of 
teaching. Woo describes herself aS 
a “socialist, feminist and lesbian.,” 


Woo's case has garnered nation- 
Wide as Well as local sSupport. A re- 
cent benefit for the fired lecturer 
Was attended by about 300 per- 
SOnS. Her supporters estimate that 
legal and publicity fees for the 
case WwW 记 run into the thousands. 


Court Ruling Angers 
Michigan Asians

DETROIT，Michigan 一 Last 
Week's court decision in Detroit that 
two men who clubbed a Chinese 
American man to death each receive 
Sentences of probation and $3000 
fines has area Chinese in an uproar， 

Wayne County Circuit Couit 
Judge Charles 和 Kaufman accepted 
the plea bargaining agreement of 
Ronald Ebens, 42, and his stepson， 
Michael Nitz,，23，both from the 
predominantly white suburb of East 
Detroit: 

MANSLAUGHTER 

The two，charged with second 
degree murder, pleaded guilty to the 
lesser charge of manslaughter. The 
Imaximum sentence formanslaughter 
is 15 years in prison， 

On June 19, 1982, Vincent Chin， 
an immigrant from Hong Kong, and 


three friends were celebrating Chin's 
upcoming wedding at a club in 
Detroit's Highland Park section 
When insults were exchanged with 
the two men and a scuffle broke onut. 

After Ebens and Nitz were 
expelled from the club, they waited 
in their car for about 20 minutes. 
When Chin came out of the club， 
they chased him for Several blocks 
WwWith baseball bats before catching 
him. 

As Nitz held Chin down,，Ebens 
beat him several times about the 
head and body. Chin, then 27, died 
four days later 一 two days before he 
was to be married.

Ball Reduction Granted ; 
Chol Soo Lee Out Now

SIOCKTON 一 After almost 
ten years in prison, Chol Soo Lee, a 
30-year-old 人 orean immigrant，was 
released on bail Monday. He was 
greeted upon his departure from San 
Joaquin County Jail in Stockton by 
family members，Supporters，and 
members of local and 玫 orean news 
media. 

Amidst a tumultuous gathering 
outside the jail, Lee declared that he 
would at first “stay at home and get 
settled down,”and planned later on 
to do his “utmost” to work for the 
benefit of the Asian, and especially 
Korean, communities. 

REDUCE 

Bail had been set last week at 
$250,000， and attorney Stuart 
也 anlon requested in San Joaquin 
County Court that Judge 玉 , Peter 
Saiers reduce this amount. 

Hanlon called Several 
Supporters，including Jay Yoo，an 
attorney and national coordinator of 
the committees to free Chol Soo Lee， 
as Witnesses to testify why they were 
willing to put up property to 
guarantee Lee's appearance in court. 
Yoo noted that he could“in full 
conscience” _ guarantee that Lee 
would appear because “he (Lee) 
wants to clear his name,” 

Lee，dressed during the bail 
hearing in a standard red prison 
jumpsuit with his wrists chained to 
his body，smiled frequently at the 
courtroom full of supporters (several 
had to wait in the corridors) 一 
Korean reporters，wWorking people， 
and a monk;， students，including 
SeVveral from S，EFE. State's Asian 


Student Union; and many other 
Asian Americans. 

Hanlon argued that due to this 
January:'s appellate court decision 
overturning Lee's 1979 conviction in 
the death of neo-Nazi Prisoner 
Morrison Needham，most of the 
evidence used in the trial which 
resulted in that conviction could not 
be used， 

CONSPIRACY 

Furthermore，he noted，in a. 
recently completed trial of Nuestra 
Familia members in Stockton， the 
jury dismissed the notion of a 
COonsSpiracy “ between Lee and 
Nuestra Familia members， This 
“conspiracy”had been an important 
Part of the prosecution s case.

told the police that the fight began 
when Ebens and Nitz said something 
which offended Chin, an Oak Park 
engineer. 

According to local news reports， 
Kaufman declared that his decision 
to sentence Ebens and Nitz to only 
probation stetmmed from theirlack of 
previous _ criminal record and their 
stability in the commntunity. 

“We're talking here abouta man 
who's held down a responsible job 
for 17 or 18 years and his Son is 
employed and ,is a bart-time 
student” Kaufman，pointed out. 
“You don't make the punishment fit 
the crime; you make the punishment 
fit the,criminal.” 

玉 aufman's leniency in this case 
has Shockedpeople in 了 Detrolt which 
i predominantly black and where 
SensSitivity to _ racial issues is high. 
Detroit s small Chinese community 
has mobilized in responsetothelight 
Sentences given the two slayers. 

DENOUNCE 

“Chinese from all over Michigan 
are calling to denounce the sentence 
and to find out what they can do 
reported On Leong Association 
president 玫 en Yee. “We are 
pursuing every legal and political 
channel available to us.” 

About4million people live in the 
metro _ Detroit area，one-fourth are 
minorities， Of the areas 33,000 
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Leehas all along maintained that ， 


he acted in self-defense. 

Hanlon noted that while Lee has 
been in prison since June of 1973,he 
currently stands ”convicted of | 
“absolutely nothing.”He urged the | 
court to release Lee on his own 
Tecognizance, or at the least to lowell 
bailto$75,000 cash, or$150,000in 
property. |

According to Yee，a restaurant 
owner, the case has been difficult for 
the community to follow because of 
the many postponements and 
changes in court location to distant 
Sites in Wayne County. 

“One of the judges said that the 
charge Should have been first degree 
Imurder because the attack Was 
Gileianny bmemnedtzEted> 
Unfortunately,” lamented Yee,“he 
was not the judge hearing the case.” 

TOO GOOD 


Exclaimed Yee， People aresent 


to jail for traf 人 cc violations，This 
judge thinks the killers are too good 
to go to jail, but we won't stop oOUT 
efforts until justice done for 
Vincent's family and the civil rights 
of Chinese are protected.” 

A committee has formed to 
organize protest efforts and to raise 
funds. Joining the friends and family 
of Vincent Chin， are business 
associations，Chinese churches, the 
Association of Chinese Americans， 
the Chinese Welfare Council，and 
other concerned people. 

Support for the group”s aims has 
come from all over the Detroit area， 
including from other Asian 
organizations 1ike the Japanese 
American Citizen's League，and 
from local Blackcleaders, 

At the group's first meeting, held 
Monday, March 21, the angry group 
of about 30 persons expressed their 
anger at Judge 和 aufman's actions 
and worked out strategies to _ obtain 
the justice which they felt was due， 
but which had been denied. 

SANCTION 

After what the group itself 
described as a“Sspirited and often 
emotional evening,”the members 
unanimously agreed: “justice had 
not beenm served_ and that Chin:s 
killers not only remained free，bnut 
also thattheir crime had receivedthe 
full sanction of the court.” 

The members vowed to fight any 
Suggestions arising from Kaufman's 
rulingthatit was noOw “open Season” 
on Chinese 一 provided the attackers 
WwWere white and held steady iobs. 

In addition to planning 
fundraising activities to_ help the 
young man's family and to defray 
legal fees，the group also Seeks a 
meeting with the judge to alow him 
to clarify his reasoning in 
Pronouncing Such a light sentence， 
and to expreSs in person the 
dissatisfaction of the “Chinese 
community. 

The group was able to Schedule 
a meeting with the judge for late 
last week. Though the meeting 
had been confirmed with his offi- 
ce，when community representa- 
tives appeared for their appoint- 
ment，they were told the judge 
had just gone on vacation. The

When you think of the place， 
automobiles come first to mind, and then, maybe the 
Detroit Pistons basketball team. Another side of the 
city also comes to mind, though. One filled with visions 
of racially-linked violence Such as riots and Senseless 
killings. Especially senseless killings. 

Alittle while ago, a judge in that area found that 
because two white men were steadily employed family 
men, they werenot suitable for imprisonment. He made 
his finding despite the fact that these Same two men 
waited 20 minutes in their car one night for a Chinese 
American engineer with whom they had had an earlier 
scuffle. They walited with baseball bats. 

Whentheengineeremerged from thebuilding,these 
same two men (unsuitable for prison) chased him for 
Several blocks. Whileoneman heldhim down,the other 
clubbed him to death. 

Is the life ofthe engineer anyless valuable' He,too， 
was steadily employed. And while he did not yethave a 
family of his own, he had been planning to get married 
justafew dayslater. His fiancee atthattime Says he was 
her whole life. 

The two killers were given a Small fine and 
probation. They could've been charged with murder， 
but manslaughter was their charge. They could ve been 
imprisoned for a few years, but probation was their 
punishment. 

”FasWJJest does not necessarily advocate long 
Sentences, Or condone the conditions of jails. What we 
do advocate for is justice and fairness. Maybe the 
Michigan court has not learred thatpeople of all colors 
and ethnicities, including Asian Americans, value life 
as much as he feels whites do. Maybe it is time he 
learned. 

With news clippings on the killing being sent to Us 
from all over the country by our readers, we know this 
death has caused much anger and concern. One reader 
asked,“Why did this happen?y What can be done 

The Asian American community in Michigan， 
especially those members of Chinese descent，have 
begun efiorts to bring about a more just solution to the 
Senseless killing. 

For those of you who are involved in those efforts， 
we want you to know that you are not alone. As the 
oldestandlargestbilingual EnglishVChinese newspaper 
in the US, we pledge to do what we can to Support and 
help you in this time of distress for your community. 

Wealso urge our readers to send letters of concern 
to the Michigan State Bar Association 一 about the 
killing, about thejudge, about the sentence, about your 
anger. Itis stillnottoolatetomakethejudgeunderstand 
the error of his WaysS.

Chinatown's affordable housing 
stock is dwindling atan alarming rate 
in the face of demolitions and 
conversions to other uses，From 
1978 through 1981, Chinatown lost 
more than 500 units of affordable 
housing. 


residents，some in their 90"s，are 
fighting to save their homes from 


conversion, the other,， younger and . 


more mobile tenants have moved 
Out. 

The issue，then，is not one of 
buildings， downzoning OF 
development, but of people and their 
shelterneeds. Chinatownhas alarge 
number ofpermanentresidents anda 
continuous influx of immigrants， 
most of them having low incomes. 


These people，not the buildings or . 


facades, are the heart and character 
of the community. That heart is in 
danger of being tormn out of 
Chinatown.

SAN FRANCISCO 一 A man 
of many languages and dialects 一 
English， Cantonese， Mandarin， 
Amoy，TIagalog and Spanish 一 
Albert Cheng may have found 
himself the most appropriate job in 
the _ city Ihough he laughed and 
cautioned that the school district is 
currently “undergoing 3a major 
Testructuring, for the last two yearsS 
Cheng has served as the head of the 


district's bilingual education 
Programs. 
While growing up in the 


Philippines, Mandarin was his primary 
language. Now, though, English has 
replaced it as number one.“ 工 wentto 
a multi-lingual school，so it was 
natural to pick up languages. Now 
English is my Strongest language 
because I use it more often.” 
MULTIILINGUAL 

Most schools overseas, including 

those in Asian countries tend to be 

“multilingual“ Therearenot too many 
Imonolingual schools, exceptthe US， 
parts of Canada and Great Britain ,” 
pointed out the 34-year-old program 
coordinator. 

His experiences as ayouth in San 
Erancisco _ also helped him to 
Understand better the youths 
im the bilingual program.“MYy first 
job in San Franicsco was picking 
tomatoes on a farm，with praceroy

Mondale to Visit C'town 


SAN FRANCISCO 一 Several 
community leaders attended a press 
conferencelast weekto announcethe 
April 4 visit of Democratic 
presidential ”candidate ”Walter 
Mondale to Chinatown， Mondale 
will appear at the Golden Dragon 
restaurant at noon,， after paying his 
respects to Chinese Six Companies. 

The press conference，attended 
by the heads of Six Companies, was 
organized by SF architect Thomas 
Hsieh, former vice chair of thestate 
Democratic Party, and realtor Pius 
Lee，member of the Industrial 
Welfare Commission。 Each had 
reasons why Asian Americans 


|:should support Mondales bidforthe 


Democratic nomination and the 
presidency. 
WINNING 

“We have to find someone with 
the best chance of winning,”Hsieh 
argued.“As a minority community， 
We don't have the resources to 
Support three or four candidates (for 
the party nomination).”Hsieh noted 
that recent polls have put Mondale 
well ahead of his Democratic 
competitors， including . California 
Senator Alan Cranston. “Unless 
Mondale makes amajor mistake, we 
expect him to be nominated.” 

Hsieh asserted _ that Asian 
Americans should base their support 
for a candidate on three criteria. 

“The . first question is，is he 
electable? The -second is，wil we 
have access once he's elected? And 
thethird question is,does he havethe 
compassion andtheunderstanding of 


our problems?” 

Mondale meets all of these 
criteria， Hsieh maintained.， “We 
don't want Someone in the White 
House who doesn't care about our 
problems ordoesn'twantto deal with 
them,”the architect asserted. 

TRACKE RECORD 

Hsieh stated that Mondale has a 
good track record of support for 
Asian American concerns. “He's 
consistently Supported retaining the 
fifth preference,，and he has worked 
with Chinese Americans and other 
Asian Americans when he was vice 
president. 

“As a personal friend of Fritz 
Mondale” $， I can say hes aman we 
can trust,”Hsieh declared. 

The architect also stressed the 
jimportance of early support.“We 
wantto make our commitment early， 
So that when he's president, he won't 
look back and see that we only 
Supported him after every thing was 
Set.” 

Pius Lee 2 Mondale's 
Sensitivity to Asian Americans.“He 
understands our problems， and 
Wajts to understand our problems,” 
Lee declared. 

Lee used the status of permanent 
Tesidents in the US as an example of 
Mondale's concern. “Permanent 
residents have to pay taxes, but are 


- not able to work for the federal 


government，which just isn't fair. 
“Tve talked to Walter Mondale 
andTImsurethatifhe's president, he 
will do something about this,”Lee 
insisted. 口

Beginning with that structure,the 
administrator reorganized the o 人 ce 
accordingto function.

。TIThe schools are 
elated,”declared Cheng. He pointed 


iout that about half of the district's 
student population，29,000，come 
from homes where the primary 


language is not English.，Asians 
comprise 4296 of the students， with 
Chinese Americans forming the 
largest group at about 2096. 

“If we want to communicate 


jeffectively with the parents, we have 
ito doitintheirlanguage,”he asserted. 


IThus， he explained， sta 作 ”with 
different language expertise has been 


concentrated at the center. “It's 
Working well.” 
His interest in bilingual 


education has also spurred him to 
help start the SF Association for 
Bilingual Education, a local chapter 
of the statewide California Assmn. of 
Bilingual Education which has been 
around for about five years. 

“We have never had a local 
chapter,”the program coordinator 
recalled.“ All otherplaces havelocal 
chapters. Thave always thoughtthis 
was Strange. 

San Francisco is a pioneer and a 
leaderinbilingualeducation. We are 
cosmopolitan . . .like the face ofthe 
world in microcosm:”With its over 
ten years of exposure to bilingual 
education，Cheng felt that the time 
had arrivedfora Bay Area Bilingual 
education group， His instincts 
proved correct. 

TURN AWAY 

“We held a banquet (last 
January) and it was jam-packed with 
650 people. We had to turn away 
about 200 people at the door,”he 


exclaimed.“IThe supportis there and 
people know (bilingual education) 
works in San Franicsco.” 

When the group first organized 
back in September 1982，Cheng 
acknowledged it was not the best 
time to do it in many other ways， 
Perhaps the largest obstacle were 
federal cutbacks in program funds. 

“The president is very short- 
Sighted,”Cheng charged, in the area 
of education for limited English 
Speakers. “Bilingual education has 
become such a political issue. A lot 
of emotion is attached to the whole 
matter. (People) donotlook atit with 
a more objective point of view.” 

Cheng expressed his belief that 
understanding _ different languages 
can betterhelp the US cementits ties 
with neighbors, such as the Spanish- 
speaking countries down south. 
“Language plays an important role 
in people s hearts 一 how they think， 
their feelings and reactions to 
issues,”observed the administrator. 


WEAKEN 

He felt that Reagan's funding 
cuts could actually “weaken 
America's ability to compete and 
cooperate on. a 8obal level. 
“Defunding does not deter 1s (the 
association), but it confirms that this 
president is insensitive and out of 
touch. He does not vieweducation as 
a priority, because he's cut not only 
bilingual education，but also other 
education programs.”

Ligaya Avenida，one- of the 
developers of the Work Center 
Program, explained the need for the 


program.“Ihe school district has 
been getting a lot of students with 
little formal education，but already 
17yearsold and with only about a 
yearto spend withthe school district. 


“Even with the bilingual 
programs， to meet al the 
requirements for a diploma is 


ampossible,”Avenida asserted.“The 
question is how to meet their needs 
within the time they have with us. 
Even though the school district only 
has them for a year，we still have a 
reSponsibility to preparethem forlife 
after School.” 

工 he best way to prepare them is 
to give them Work Skills，Avenida 
maintained，The students in the 
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Work Center Program Spend only 
four hours in regular classes in the 
afternooni; their mornings are Spent 
at Horace Mann School，learning 
electronics assembly skills. 

What imakes the program 
innovative is that it Seeks to have 
private industry contract actual jobs 
out to'the students. This way， whbile 
the students aretraining andlearning 
job skills，they are also. doing 
productive work. In addition，the 
Imoney from the Private industry 
contracts offsets the cost of the

“We're not limiting the 
program to _ electronics 一 Were 
looking for all kinds of contracts,， she 
exclaimed. 

PROBLEMS 

Naot Surprisingly，one of the 
biggest _ Problems in the program 
arises _ from the limited English 
proficiency of the student. “The 
Skills theyhaveto learn arenotmuch 
of a problem,”Avenida observed， 
“but they have to understand 
English， 

To overcomethis,they aretaught 
yocational ,ESL in the moring 
training sessions，in addition to 
regularESL classes in the afternoon. 

“With the regular ESL,there:s 
often a gap between what they learn 
and what they need to know to get a 
job,” charged Arvenida，“The 
SuccesS of the vocational ESL is the 
close Telationship ”between the 
English they learn and the tasKks 
they"Te performing.”

“There is no reference to the 
beginning of Asian immigration into 
this country,”charged Huie. Healso 
pointed to the role of Asians in the 
development of the US-: 

“US history is often taught by 
delineating the _ achievements of 
individual whbite Americans. 
However，the achievements of the 
American working class and ethnic 
minorities arebarely mentioned,ifat 
all,”Huie asserted.

Racelis，a Filipino American 
Who was born and raised in San 
Erancisco, feels very confident about 
his position a 8 
development/promotional director 
for Nevada City's community radio 
Station. He was placed in his current 
job through a fellowship program 
Which employs selected fellows for 
12 months in management level 
positions at California public 
broadcasting stations. 

SPEEDS UP 

“Iam really glad that Igottothe 
management level at my age,”said 
Racelijs，who just turned 30.“I was 
Senior publicist at KQED but it still 
Wasnt a management position. 工 
think I will eventually get to such a 
position at KEQED but it will take 
much longer. This fellowship 
program really Speeds up the 
ProcesS.” 

Developed by the _ California 
Public Broadcasting Commission in 
conjunction with Assemblywoman 
Maxine Waters of Los Angeles, the 
program provides ，fellows with 
professional training -at bimonthly 
management seminars as well as on- 
the-job training at public 
broadcasting stations， 

Competition for the fellowship 
program is stiff， According to 
Thomas Hardy， the “program 
Imanager，only Six fellows were 
selected in the first round from 
among Some 700 applicants. In the 
Second round，eight were picked 
from among 300. 

Hardy Teported that 
“management potential interest in 
media， prior management 
experience and willingness on the 
part of the station to accept the 
applicant”were all considered in the 
evaluation procesS. 

STATEWIDE 

“The object is to expand the 
capability and experience of public 
broadcasting managers statewide,” 
he explained. Ihe program，which 
Teceives $90,000 this year from the 
State，is by no means 3a minority 
program. But so far, manyminorities 
and woman have benefited from it. 

:” Racelis had arelatively easytime 


stepping -into his position of 
TIesponsibility，“The people (at 
KVMR) are  _ wonderful， open， 


responsive ” and friendly,” he 
exclaimed in aburstofadjectives…“It 
feels like a family.” 

However, he admitted that there 
Were Some  Skeptical feelings 
when he first started working.“In 
the beginning, there were some who 
might have wondered whether I 
could do the job,”he recalled. “But in. 
the course of three months, TI have 
proven that I can do it.2”

PROFITABLE 

An important part of Racelis” job 
is to obtain funding for the station.

About one quarter of 玉 VMR's 


income DOW Comes from 
underwriting from businesses from 
Nevada County ， and “nearby 


The rest of the station?s 
Tevenue comes from membership 
drives，donations and fundraising 
events. 

Racelis noted that the station has 
always used an“upbeat approach” 
in its Very Successful fundraising 
events. “We never use the tincup 
method to beg for money,”: he 
claimed.

VMR has held annual auctions 
and casino nights where patrons paid 
real money to gamble with 
lonredeemable chips. On May 29，

ASPIRATIIONS 

Although Racelis: main concern 
is now on the business end，his 
aspirations to be in the performing 
arts remain.…I still haven't given up 
piano playing,， and TIalso wanttotake 
Voice lessons.” 

Racelis came from a Filipino 
family where “music has 
been traditionally important.”When 
Racelis wanted to study music in 
college，his parents “were Very 
Supportive even though they thought 
the most sensible thing to do would 
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be to _ become a doctor，lawyer or 
accountant.” He came out of San 
Francisco State University with 3

French. 

Racelis has worked as a pianist 
for ballet classes in college.

Now， the 
community center Works closely 
with many of the other groups in the 
Palo Alto area. 

“Originally we only had six to 
eight members,”recalled Courtney. 
“Now wehave over 200 (families).2” 
了 ven with the tremendous growth of 
the organization， Courtney 
emphasized， “we still avoid 
government money. Itwouldtakethe 
fun away!” 


Immediately joining in with her 
colleague，Yee added，that 让 was 
definitely the paperwork which she 
could easily do without， She 
continued to express Strongly her 
feelings against accepting 
government money. 

FIGHT 

“When a group has money, they 
fight over it,”she argued.“JIf the 
exXecutive director gets a Salary， 
others think why should they come 
by to help out? She gets paid for 
doing 让 .” 

Such a casual attitude about 
accepting funds cannot apply to all 
一 Or even most 一 agencies. 上 or 
Yee，she acknowledged that she 
financially survives on income from 
property which she sold in the past 
and which she still manages. Aside 
from occasional solicitations in the 
community，Yee stressed，“We go 
by faith and hope!” 

Her experience in real estate and 
property。 management have also 
proved beneficial to the organization 
in other ways. In exchange for low 
cost rent, Yee manages the building 
in which the center is now located. 

The building is owned by 立 . 及. 
Fong of Sunnyvale. Yee explained 
that She approached Fong because 
“his sons and my Sons were good 
friends. It was also 3a good 
opportunity for him and his children 
to getinvolved with the community.” 

HOUSES 

In addition to the community 
center，the Structure also houses 3 
hall that can be rented out，the 
beginnings of an Asian American 
library， and Several commercial 
concerns，including a _ credit union， 
insurance agency, driving school and 
realtor o 仁 ce. 

This is actually the group's 
Second location. The first building 
Was purchased by Bi Tom who let 
the center use the space for four 
years 一 free 一 while Yee served as 
the landlady for the building's other 
tenants, a foreign students” group. 

Throughout the years of its 
operation，the center has tried to 
remain true to its original goals of 
Serving the Chinese ” American 
community of the peninsula. One of 
the reasons for its success thus far is 
the dedication of its supporters like 
Y. 玉 ， Fong，and volunteers like 
Jsabel Courtney. 

Another clearly is the strength 
and energy of the $1-a-year- 
eXecutive-director, Roberta Yee. At 
“over 3$$,”Sshe is still a human 
dynamo,” ”exclaimed “Courtney 
fondly. 口

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Washington Rep. Locke Works 
On Bill to Help Immigrants 


OLYMPIA, Washington 一 One 
of Washington state's two Chinese 
American state ”Tepresentatives 
recently introduced a bill that could 
help immigrants charged with crimes 
stay in this country. Gary FF. Locke 
(D-Seattle) told Eastrestthat the 
bil，HB S$22，was one of the first 
introduced by him in the 1983 
legislative Session. 

The bill proposes to_ make 刘 t 
mandatory for courts to explain to 
immigrants charged with crimes of 


moral turpritude !that a guilty plea 


may trigger an INS action for 
deportation. 
ISSUE 

“An immigration attorney 
brought the issue to my attention 
Tight after the election was over,” 
Locke recalled. The attorney gave 
Locke citations to 8a Connecticut 
statute，Some cases from the East 
coast and Some from the Ninth 
Circuit, which includes Washington， 
California and other West Coast 
States. 

Locke also called on former 
classmate and attorneyEdwin Lee of 
the Asian Law Caucus for advice on 
a proposed statute for Washington. 

“What we decided on is ahybrid 
ofthe California andthe Connecticut 
laws,”observed Locke,， himself an 
attorney.“It is one that does not 
Specify language that the court must 
use to advise the criminal 
defendant.”He pointed out that in 
Washington there is a judicial 
council that would decide on the 
actual wording for the standardized 
forms. 

TWO-SENTENCE 

“Lthink it will be about a two- 
Sentence thing that SayS，Hf you are 
not a citizen, do you understand the 

”conseqduences (of pleading 
guilty)2 ”he conjectured. 

Tocke admitted that even Some 
of the attorneys in the legislature 
Were not aware that resident aliens 
may face deportation in addition to 
prison terms for certain crimes.“ 工 
hope this will trigger Some defense 
attorneys (to do something).” 

HE the bill takes _ effect on' its 
Scheduled date of September, 1983， 
defendants will have gained a 
Significant right, according to the 33- 
year-old ljawmaker. 

“Anyone not advised ofthis,even 
让 it is the fault of the administrator 
of the court System，has a right to 
have his guilty plea vacated, Locke 
Succinctiy stated. 

Caucus attorney Edwin Lee 
agreed ”with Locke's analysis. 
“Underthe California law,ifajudge 
forgets (to inform the defendant),the 
defendant can petition totake outthe 


Plea. 
WEIGH 

“In our cases, we can Saythatthe 
policy instituted in the courts 
largelyPprotects people (who are) not 
yet legal citizens (and informs them) 
that there is an additional fact to 
weigh in plea bargaining cases,” 
Lee asserted. 

The Bay Area lawyer 3also went 
on to _ observe since that the law's 
commencement，the caucus has 


"eceived phone calls from Public 


defenders and private attorneys alike 
aboutthe immigration consequences 
for their clients. 

“Ifthey had not been informed,” 
conjectured Lee，“they would never 
have asked. Not only would the 
defendant be imprisoned，but also 
when he walked out, INS would be 
waitingforhim:.Ihis used to happen. 
It may still,”he conceded,，but he 
expressedhopethatthenumbershad 
been reduced thanks to the 
California law: 

Locke's bill passed the House 
Judiciary Committee last 
Wednesday , and went to the Rules 
Committee later that week. It is one 
“one ofmy top threebills to getout,” 
Locke stressed. (He is also pushing 
bills to extend the life of the 
Commission on Asian American 
Affairs and to allow the Human 
Rights Commission to ，award 
damages for mental health injuries 
due to discrimination). 

VOTES 

“Tve been working on getting 
the votes (needed for passage). So 
many people have Signed up as co- 
Sponsors (21) and the Judicial 
Committee passed it unanimously

represented the Seattle Human 
Rights Department, has Successfully 
argued on behalf of the bill to both 
PIo-prosecution ad pro-defendant 
advocates.， He chuckled as he 
explained the arguments he used to 
persuade both sides. 


“Tve been able to sell the bill to 


conservativeSs on 3a pro-prosecution 
basis. I ask them， Why take the 
chance of throwing out a case that 
happened four or five years ago 
(because the” defendant “wasnt 
warned about his rights) When the 
case is re-tried,the witnesses maybe 
unavailable,”he explained. The bill， 
he stressed, makesitsimple and clear 
what a judge must do. 

FEorthe other side,the liberalpro- 
defendant types, Locke emphasized 
the bill's intent and action to inform 
defendants of their rights and to give 
them adequate Sanction for a 
Violation of that right.

According to Howard Quon, co- 
chairperson of the Chinatown Public 
Safety Association (CPSA) which 
initiated the project, the center wildl 
act as alistening post and a deterrent 
to crime.“There has been too much 
crime around here， We want to 
regain control of our streets again,” 
he announced， 

REPORT 

The center will be staffed by two 
police o 什 cers、and one to two 
interpreters ”versed imp English， 
Cantonese， Mandarin and 
Vietnamese. “It will help people 
report ”crime,” opined Quon. 
“Without interpreters， 站 ii Very 
difficult for immigrants and the 
elderly to communicate with the 
police.” 

One of the police  o 生 cers 
assigned to the Substation will speak 
Spanish. The CPSA has requested a 
Chinese-speaking of 多 cer, but is not 
insisting on one.“We may put in a 
Chinese officer,”said Captain Bi 
Wedgeworth， the ”commanding 
o 凶 cer of the Los Angeles central 
area.“IT think it is appropriate.”

programming, Chen added. 

While at the Chinatown agency， 
Chen was involved in much the same 
kind of work: job placement and 
recruitment. Consequently, many of 
the skills she obtained while at 
CRDC have carried overtoher work 
at Debnam， 

“The work is in a similar vein， 
The nature of the applicants and of 
the positions offered are different,” 
she admitted,“but the work is very 
Similar. 

“JIn addition, the publicrelations 
Skills TI acquired at CRDC have also 
been very important here.” Chen 
added that she does miss the greater 
people-to-people contact she had at 
CRDC，though.“I even miss the 
arguments at the board meetings,” 
she exclaimed laughingly. 

SERVICES 

Chen explained that the services 
She offers include resume writing and 
general assistance in locating firms 

offering jobs compatible with the job- 
Seekers background and career 
objectives. 

Many of the Bay Area's largest 
firms，such as Bank of America， 
Bechtel and Crocker Bank, list their 
job openings with Debnam. Many of 
the _ computer-related jobs offer 
salaries in the $35,000 to $50,000 
range. 

Chen stressed thatthere isno fee 
charged to the applicants who use 
Debnam to secure these jobs. The 
companies offering the jobs pay the 
firm for their recruitment efforts and 
the job-seekers themselves pay 
nothing. 

Chen's only dissatisfaction with 
her new job is the lack of Asian 
Americans utilizing the free services 
offered by Debnam.“Ihave atough 
time locatiag Asian Americans for 
these jobs,” Chen confessed. “ 工 
know there are a lot of Asian 
Americans in the computer field, but 
TI don't know 让 they are aware that 
these placement Services exist.” 

PATHETIC 

JIn her two months at Debnam， 
She has helped very few Asian 
Americans. She is assisting one 
Vietnamese person locate 3a better 
position，but other than that， 工 
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haven'tseenalotof Asian American 
names,”she lamented.“It's almost 
Pathetic that we don't see more 
Asian Americans.” 

Chen offered her ideas on the 
lack of Asian American clients at 
Debnam， even though ”Asian 
Americans are heavily represented 
in the high-technology field which 
the firm is involved in.， 


“Many are just not aware of the， 


opportunities for advancement,” 
Chen suggested.“Most have their 
nose to the grindstone and donit 
really have the pulse of the market， 
whereas can ofifer them a good 
sense of the opportunities that exist 
out there. 


“Secondly,most who are qualified 
already 


for these positions are 
employed,”and do not look beyond 
their ，current ”employer for 
advancement.“We offer a chance to 
exXplore other opportunities,”Chen 
pointed onuit. 

OUTREACH 


To offset the lack of Asian| 


Americans coming through her 
0 值 ce, Chen hopes to do community 
outreach，to make more people 
aware of the services offered by the 
firm,， She hopes to work with some 
community agencies，but recognizes 
that most of these agencies are 
involved in training for entry-level 
positions，rather than the highly- 
Skilled positions with which she 
deals. 

Nevertheless，Chen hopes that 
the fact that she is Asian American 
will help her efforts to attract Asian 
American job applicants.“I feel 工 
can better serve the community 
because 工 have worked in the 
commiunity and 工 Speak Chinese.”” 

Her interest in the high- 
technology job market began while 
she was at CRDC. Her interest was 
Sparked when IBM donated a large 
computer System to CRDC, to be 
usedto train CRDC's clients in data 
entry. 

“The ]JBM equipment brought 
new life to me. It was an opportunity 
to be exposed to hightechnology and 
to discoverhow it's affecting the job 
market,” the job consultant 
commented. 

EYE-OPENING 

“It was really an eye-opening 
education for me. The employment 
potential in this field is very high. It's 
a growing field,”she observed， “一 
just about the only one these days, 

“Right mow, it s not booming the 
way it should, but it's coming along. 
Every company is going into 


automation and they all need data 
processors，Even Reagan,”noted 
Chen，“has commented on the 
importance of high-technology for 
America's future.” 

She encourages job training 
programs to stress training for high- 
technology jobs，because of the 
demand ftor data processors and the 
opportunities for advancement 
within the field. 

“If someone starts at the entry 
level and can find an employer who 
will develop their abilities, they can 
get into programming and Systems 
analysis ”very ， quickly,” and 
command very respectable salaries， 
Chen maintained. 

Even though she has movedfrom 
a Grant Avenue office to one in the 
Embarcadero Center, Chen does not 
feel she has lost touch with the 
Chinatown community. “Idon't feel 
divorced from the community. Istill 
feel very muchpart ofit. This is justa 
different form of the same Service:

SAN FRANCISCO 一 Repre- 
Sentatives from over 530 US cities， 
Chambers of Commerce and 
business_ groups have just returned 
from a trip to Hong Kong, trying to 
attract foreign investments. 
Although there were few deals 
struck, those who participated felt 让 
was a useful trip to get acquainted 
WwWith potential investors from the 
Pacific Basin. 

The trip was Sponsored by the 
Conference of Mayors, as partofthe 
JInvest in American Cities program. 
Richard Goblirsch, withthe Mayors 
Office of Economic Development 
and one of those who went on the 
trip, told 尼 asYJestthatthis was the 
first time the Conference of Mayors 
had turned their attention to Asia as 
a source of investments. 

ZURICH 

“They had been holding these 
meetings in Zurich,， Switzerland for 
the past few years,” he explained. 
“Mayor Feinstein is onthe executive 
committee，though，and suggested 
that a meeting also be held in Hong 
Kong. 

“SF is much more tied to the 
Pacific Basin than to Europe and the 
mayor felt that this was an area that 
was being overlooked. Other cities 
apparently felt the same because 
there Was Very good attendance， 
even though this was the first time 
such a meeting Was held in Hong 
开 ong.” 

Although there 


Was “ good 
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attendance by representatives of US 
cities，the meeting Was not as Well 
attended by foreign businessmen as 
had been hoped for. “We werenit 
totally satisfied,” Goblirsch 
conceded. He suggested that the 
organizers of the event needed to 
learn more aboutpromotingthis kind 
of event in Asia.“They did a good 
job getting the word out，but they 
havetolearn more aboutthe customs 
there;”Goblirsch stated. The same 
techniques that work in Europe dontt 
always work in Asia.” 
PERSON-IO-PERSON 

One important aspect of doing 
business in Asia is greaterperSson-to- 
person contact，and Goblirsch said 
that more contacts were made at the 
mayors: reception than at the formal 
conferences and information booths. 

“The mayors reception Was ye7 
well attended and that alone Was 
worth the trip,”observed Goblirsch. 
“Meore Key contacts were made there 
than during the rest of the trip. 

As a result of some of these 
contacts, a group of 20 Hong Kong 
businessmen will be visiting SF next 
month, he added. 

Goblirsch said that -at the 
conferences that were organized， 
there were quiteafewinquiries about 
investment opportunities in SE.…SE 
was Very “ popular， particularly 
among _ Chinese investors ”from 
Hong Kong. Many had close ties to 
SE because of family connections 
andmany were familiar with the city. 
Alot had visited here before.” 

TIME 
Goblirsch maintained that it was 


_ only a matter of time before this 


interest turns into actual investments 
in SFE.“There's a lot of action in 
Hong Kong and people are investing 
their money outside of Hong Kong 
because of the lease expiring. 

“The SF area will always be an 
attractive Place for investments 
because of the “continuing 
appreciation in land values,” he 
maintained. 

Another member of SF2sS 
delegation was Greg Hurst, deputy 
executive director .of the SF 
Chamber of Commerce. Hurst said 
he was not at all disappointed bythe 
lack of actual deals.“These things 
take time,”he asserted, adding that 
the promoters of the trip weren't 
expecting any immediate results. 

Hurst agreed that SF would 
continue to hold a strong attraction 
for _ investments from the Pacific 
Basin， citing the existing Asian 
population in the city and the “good 
solid values”in SF.“There are good 
opportunities here for solid business 
growth，not just Speculation-type 
deals,” the deputy director 
maintained. 

Hurst dismissed Suggestions that 
increased foreign investment would 
fuel feelings that Asians were 
“buying up”SF.“Anytime youre 
gettingmoneybackintotheUS,itsa 
positive step.” 口 


Already Hong 天 ong is often 
called upon to supply technological 
help to China in -numerous 
construction projects, including the 
development of three economic 
Zones in areas not far from this port 
city， 

AMERICAN 

American firms are likewise 
willing to _ increase investments in 
Hong 玉 ong and are interested in the 
many projects rooted in Beijing. 
There are 100 new Projects p 
Guangdong province awaiting to 
make a start this year， American 
bankers have expressed confidence 
inthefuture ofHong 开 ong.Allthese 
moves Seem to indicate that the 
continuation of the status quo 
could be financially worth while to 
China, 

Hong 玉 ong Chinese have also 
given ahand in the construction and 
industrial projects in China. Ninety 
per cent of the investments in the 
nearby Shenzhen economic zone 
came from local Chinese. One of 
them，Henry Fok (FEok Ying-tung)， 
has just opened a four-star hotel of 
1,000 “rooms ip “Guangzhou 
(Canton) in the former British 
concession, a part of the downtown 
area. Another new hotel of 2,000 
roomas financed by Richard Lee 
(Lee Wing-Chak)，another local 
magnate， will be ready for business 
early in 1984. 

Referring to _ the differences 
between China and Britain Over 
Hong Kong，Governor Sir Edward 
Youde said in a Chinese New Year 
message:“... Hong 天 ong is a great 
SUrvivor. It has shown in the Past its 
ability to come through troubled 
times and it is certainly no reason 
now for us to lose confidence' in 
OUrselves.” 

This*optimistic outlook has just 
been borne out in trade reports. 
Overall turnover rose by four per 
cent. with domestic exports _ gaining 
three Per cent and re-exports Six per 
cent. Shipments of locally- 


manufactured products to China 
increased by a Surprising 30 per cent 
and to the United States Seven per 
Cent.

“Whats happening downtown 
also affects other neighborhoods,” 
Kirkeberg stated.“The first to be 
affected is Chinatown.”He noted 
that many buildings on 玉 earny 
Street have already been slated for 
replacement by high-rises. 

Richard Sklar，former general 
manager of the Public Utilities 
Commission ,began ， discussion in 
absentia through a prerecorded 
message. Noting the escalation of 
rental rates from$8tomorethan$30 
per Square foot and the shift in 
businesses Such as “shoe repair stores 
giving way to chic boutique shops,” 
Sklar's taped speech centered on two

Admitting that he did “not

“Chinatown existed even before 
there was 3a financial district””he 
remarked. “There were at least 
1,000 housing units (in the blocks) 
between 开 earny and Montgomery， 
and between Washington and 
Sacramento， that used to be 
Chinatown,.” Chin asserted,“City 
了 Hall has to consider the interface 
between downtown and other 
neighborhoods in its planning.” 

Al Lannon, vice-president of the 
JInternational Longshoremen and 
Warehousemen Union, pointed onut 
that redevelopmentis inevitable and 
that changes need not be bad，bnut 
that it takes planning and working 
together to find a common ground. 

“Some 18 million square feet of 
high-rise “buildings will be 
constructed or have been approved 
OVer the next three to four years,” 


reported David Jones of San 
Franciscans for Reasonable 
Growth “This means 70,000 


additional office workers will try to 
move into the city, resulting in the 
need of 40,000 additional housing 
Units.” 

Jones also indicated that an 
increase of 12,000 passengers Wi 记 
be expectedfor MUNI. Hexpansion 
continues， MUNI will have to 
operate at 1439%6 of “crush loading.”

INITIATIVE 

“Weneed a citywide coalition to 
run another initiative,”said Jones， 
An initiative Prop.O, was placed on 
the ballot in 1979. It sought to limit 
the height and bulk of buildings, but 
Was defeated, receiving only 4696 of 
the votes. 

Tony Kilroy of San Francisco 
Tomorrow saw “alotofenthusiasm” 
in the 300 attendees of the forum. 工 
think the energy is there to run an 
initiative,” he opined.。 However， 
because of the amount of work and 
money involved， the idea of 
introducing an initiative is just 
beginning to be discussed.
